MAY MEET THURSDAY 


Fundamental Question of 
Fleet Ratio Is Y'et in 
Balances. 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
3 0 — Tho 
“ big three" sub-committee of naval 
experts had concluded today con­ 
sideration of facts and figures in­ 
volved in the American 5-5-3 ratio 
proposal and will refer the question 
back to the full committee or ex­ 
perts for further action. No vote 
was 
taken 
in 
the 
sub-committee 
meeting and while the Japanese ex­ 
perts are 
understood 
to continue 
their views that Japan is entitled 
to a higher fleet ratio, there was 
said to have been no disagreement 
as to the figures involved. 
It was pointed out that the ex­ 
perts were limited strictly to con­ 
sideration of technical aspects of 
the 
American 
proposal 
and 
that 
they 
had 
no function 
as to 
the 
policies which are renewed for act- 
tion by conference delegates them­ 
selves. The action of the sub-com­ 
mittee 
today, 
however, 
represents 
substantially continued disagreement 
between American and Japanese ex­ 
perts as to the proper 
place of 
Japan in the limitation ratio pro­ 
posal. 
K\|»ect Results Today. 
It has been stated the actual de­ 
cision 
of 
the 
conference 
on 
the 
fleet ratio question which is the 
basis ot tile whole American pro­ 
posal 
probably 
would 
be 
reached 
through informal discussion between 
the individual delegates. Secretary 
Hughes 
is

later today that the naval experts 
had completed their work so far 
as the “five-five-three ratio*' was 
concerned,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.— Details 
of the American plan for limitation 
of naval armaments were discussed 
today at a brief meeting of the sub­ 
committee of naval experts of Great 
Britain, United States aud Japan. 
The session was adjourned shortly 
after l l o’clock and it then was 
said there would be no other meet­ 
ing of the sub-committee today and 
that it had not determined whether 
discussion would be resumed tomor­ 
row. 
There also was no indication that 
the full committee of naval experts, 
including officers of the French and 
Italian navies, had been called.

For Their Views. 


CAN’T BETRAY THEM 


Freedom of Islands Shown 
As Backward Step 
For Peoole. 


(By the Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
30.— The 
Philippine Islands should remain in 
their "present general status” until 
the people there "have had time to 
absorb and thoroughly master the 
power already in their hands,” form­ 
er 
Major General Leonard 
Wood, 
now' governor general, and W. Cam­ 
eron Forbes, Tomer governor gen­ 
eral, say in their report to President 
Harding, based on their six months 
study of conditions in the islands. 
"We are convinced,” 
they 
say, 
"that it would be a betrayal of the 
Philippine people, a misfortune 'to 
the American people, a distinct step 
backward in the path of progress 
and a discreditable neglect to our 
national 
duty 
were w'e withdraw 
from the islands and terminate our 
relationship there without giving the 
Filipinos the best chance possible 
to have an orderly and permanently 
stable government. 
Have Good Qualities. 
“ We feel that with all of their 
many 
excellent qualities, 
the 
ex­ 
perience of the past eight years, 
during which they have had prac­ 
tical autonomy, has not been sucli 
as 
to justify 
the 
people 
of 
tim 
United States in relinquishing su­ 
pervision of the government of the 
Philippine 
Islands, 
withdrawing 
their army and navy and leaving the 
islands a prey to any powerful na­ 
tion 
coveting their 
rich soil and 
potential commercial advantages.** 
These observations of the investi­ 
gators are contained in the “ general 
conclusions” 
and 
“ recommenda­ 
tions” made in the report, which 
w'as made public today. The com­ 
plete 
report, 
covering 
IOO 
t y p e ­ 
written pages, will be made public 
later. The “ general conclusions** are 
as follow's: 
“ We find the people happy, peace­ 
ful and in the main prosperous and 
keenly appreciative of the benefits 
of American rule. 
W ant U. S. Protection. 
“ We find everywhere among tile 
Christian 
Filipinos the desire for 
independence 
generally 
under 
the 
protection of the United States. The 
non-Christians and 
Americans are. 
for continuance of American con­ 
trol. 
“ We find a general failure to ap­ 
preciate the fact that independence 
under the protection of another na­ 
tion is not true independence. 
“ We find 
that 
the government 
is not reasonably free from these 
underlying causes which result in 
the destruction of government. 
“ We find that a reasonable pro­ 
portion 
of officials and 
employes 
are men of good character and abil­ 
ity and reasonably faithful to the 
trust imposed upon them; but that 
the efficiency of he public services 
has fallen off, and that they are 
now' 
relatively 
inefficient 
due 
to 
lack of inspections and to the too 
rapid transfer of control to offic­ 
ials who have not had the neces­ 
sary time for proper training.”

MUSKOGEE, 
Okla., 
Nov. 
30.— 
When Oklahoma passed 
the four­ 
teenth anniversary of her statehood 
a few* d ay s ago. only a small num­ 
ber of persons realized that the first 
concerted action for statehood be­ 
gan in May of 1870, and was in­ 
itiated by representatives of 34 In­ 
dian tribes who planned to orga­ 
nize an all-Indian state, out of In­ 
dian territory. At that time the ter­ 
ritory 
extended 
from 
Kansas 
to 
Texas, and from Missouri to New 
Mexico. 
Col. Parker, whose first name is 
not recorded, a full-blood Seneca of 
New York state, is credited by local 
historians with originating the idea 
of making an all-Indian state out of 
the territory. He w*as named an ad­ 
jutant by General Grant at 
Fort 
Donaldson and was a close associ­ 
ate of Grant. When Grant became 
president of the United States he 
named Parker as commissioner of 
Indian 
affairs. 
C alled In d ia n s to M eet. 
Following the 
appointment 
of 
Parker he called a meeting of In­ 
dians for May of 1870, to be held at 
Okmulgee, the capital of the old 
Creek Nation, to discuss the ques­ 
tion 
of 
forming 
the 
state. 
Con­ 
gress appropriated sufficient funds 
to pay the delegates $4 a day for 
attending the meeting and also IO 
cents a mile for traveling expenses. 
Indians from all parts of the coun­ 
try assembled at Okmulgee and did 
not adjourn until the following De­ 
cember, without reaching a decis­ 
ion. 
Another meeting was called for 
the following May and at that time 
the conference was again unable to 
agree. Thereafter 
meetings 
were 
held almost annually at Okmulgee 
at the expense of the government 
but 
the differences of the tribes 
could never be reconciled. 
The subject dragged until in 1*78 
when Washington authorities renew­ 
ed their efforts to put through the 
enterprise. 
In 
May of that 
year, 
another meeting was held by the 
tribes at Okmulgee. It was attended 
by J. P. C. Shanks, a member of 
congress from Indiana and a jnem- 
ber of the holist- committee on In­ 
dian affairs. Shanks was delegated 
lo attend as the representative of 
President Grant to make a report 
to him. 
Notables Gather. 
This was probably the most no­ 
table of all the meetings held but 
like previous conventions no agree­ 
ment could 
be reached. Congress­ 
man 
Shanks 
was accompanied to 


Okmulgee by Enoch Hoag, a Quak­ 
er and a member of 
the 
Indian 
Commission, stationed at Law’ieuce 
Kansas. Other notables present were 
Pleasant Porter, chief of the Creeks, 
Chief Checotah, also of the Creeks, 
Judge G. W. Stidham, of Eufaula, 
E. J. Brow*n, then the only intermar­ 
ried white citizen of the Seminole 
nation; Muse Keokuk, son of the Sac 
aud Fox chief after whom Keokuk 
Iowa, was named; Black Beaver, a 
noted Delaware Indian and scout, 
who guided General Macey of the 
Union Army out of Texas and into 
Kansas, to escape the Confederates; 
Toshua, a famous Comanche chief 
who was conspicuous with his silk 
plug hat; Capt. F. B. Severs, and 
Chief G. W. Grayson. 
Congressman Shanks reported to 
President Grant that a strictly In­ 
dian state was out of the question 
because of the wide divergence of 
opinion among the tribes. The proj­ 
ect then was dropped. It was re­ 
vived in 1905. 
The famous Sequoyah convention 
w*as called in Muskogee by chiefs of 
the Five Civilized Tribes to discuss 
statehood for Indian territory and 
to frame a constitution. It was pro­ 
posed to call the new* state Sequoy­ 
ah In honor of the noted Cherokee 
chieftain, but the plan never bore 
fruit. 


L. R. Clark, editor of the Ada 
Bulletin, has just returned from 
Wichita, Kansas, w here he went 
on business aud pleasure. While 
in the Kansas city, he almost 
took part in the 
capture 
and 
killing of the famous outlaw*, 
Eddie Adams. 
The Ada citizen w*as walking 
along a street when he saw* an 
excited crowd rushing to one 
corner. On inquiring as to the 
excitement, he learned that the 
police had just killed the out­ 
law* and three of tin policemen 
had been injured. 
Clark says he has never been 
so fortunate as to get into a 
good newspaper story like that 
in Ada.

There are twenty-two large sugar 
refineries in the United States, lo­ 
cated in New York, Boston, Phila­ 
delphia.

New York is 
the big sugar refining center of t lie 
country. 
This country can refine 
1,000.000 tons annually for export 
purposes without slighting the do­ 
mestic market, and with this refin­ 
ing capacity It is important that we 
hold our export trade. 
This can be 
done only with the assistance of 
Cuba, the raw sugar producer. None 
of our domestic sugar, either raw 
or refined, is exported, as on ac­ 
count of the tariff it brings a higher 
price In the domestic market than 
can be secured abroad. 
Altogether we should export be­ 
tween 400.000 and 600,000 long tons 
of sugar annually to some forty or 
fifty countries. 
The proposed Fordney Tariff Bill 
will have a far-reaching effect on 
the status of our sugar supply and 
on the price which the consumer 
must pay for his sugar. If enacted 
In its present form it would make 
permanent the present Emergency 
Tariff increase of 60 per cent on 
Cuban sugar in spite of the fact 
that the domestic industry pros­ 
pered under the rates in force be­ 
fore the passage of the Emergency 
Tariff.

CUSTER'S CROW SCOUTS — 
There were six of them, these war­ 
riors of the Crow or Absarokee nation, 
who rode with Custer 
on 
his last 
march down the Little Big Horn river 
in Montana that day In June, 1870. 
When the leader of the Seventh caval­ 
ry asked General Terry for his ln*st 
Crow scouts in the camp on the Little 
Rosebud creek, 
Terry told him he 
could have Curley, "White Man Runs 
Him," Hairy Moccasin, "Goes Ahead," 
Yellow Face and White Swan. 
The 
Crows were glad to serve with the 
famous Indian tighter and they guided 
him until they located the hostile camp 
on the Little Big Hora. 
When Custer divided his command 
to attack the village, Yellow* Face and 
White Swan were sent with Major 
Reno and Custer kept “White Man 
Runs Him," Curly, “(Joes Ahead" nnd 
Hairy 
Moccasin 
with 
him. 
Yellow* 
Face was killed while fighting with 
Reno, nnd White Swan was badly 
wounded, but finally recovered aud 
lived until 1905. 
Today Curley Is the only survivor 
of the Custer Crow scouts aud, ac­ 
cording to his story, he is the last 
man w*ho saw his commander alive. 
After crossing 
the ridge, Custer 
turned to “White Man Huns Him,” 
Hairy Moccasin nnd “Goes Ahead," 
and said to them: 
“Y’ou have done 
your duty. 
You have led me to the 
enemy. 
My soldiers will do the fight­ 
ing. 
You are to go now and save 
your lives." 
The scouts left him and 
made their way to the pack train un­ 
der Ca pf. Tom McDougall. 
When Curley returned from Reno’s 
position, he was given the same or­ 
der. 
He started and soon found him­ 
self ic tile midst of a hot fight. Find­ 
ing a dead Sioux warrior, he took his 
horse, gun and blanket. 
Wrapping 
the blanket about his head to conceal 
his Crow scalplock from the Sioux; 
Curley suceeded in reaching a high 
butte. 
Looking back be saw that 
Custer had charged down upon the 
Indians and was surrounded. Curley 
says that he watched the battle until 
he saw Custer, who was the Inst man 
standing, fall and then he rode away. 
The next morning the Crow scout 
appeared In General Terry’s camp. 
Ile could not speak English aud there 
was 
no 
interpreter. 
Curley 
took 
blades of grass, piled them all In a 
heap, and then, exclaiming “Pouf I 
Pouf!" in Imitation of the sound of 
a gun, scattered them wide a p a r t By 
means of tills he made the officer un­ 
derstand that Custer and ull of his 
men had been killed. 
Like Die fa­ 
mous Greek, Curley Die Crow was a 
messenger of disaster and he brought 
the first news of this Thermopylae of 
America—Custer’s last fight.
